Sparks By Mark 

By the time the snow flies this fall, there 
should be new utilities that have been laid 
for the widening of Sturgis Road, which is 
the road right in front of the church. It has 
had several name changes in the last 
several years from P.O. Box HC 80, to 
12365 N Hwy 79 to our current address 
12365 Sturgis Road, which is one long 
road. 

Last spring I wrote several articles in the 
sparks about the widening of Sturgis 
Road. The State of South Dakota has 
bought 1/3 of an acre from us and another 
3 A of an acre will be used for temporary 
easement. Because of this, our parish will 
have to take down our stone “Our Lady of 
the Black Hills” sign and a temporary one 
will be put up until the road construction 
is completed. We also need to remove 28 
trees that are in the construction and 
temporary easement zone. If anyone in the 
parish would like these trees to move to 
another location or to use as firewood, 
please see Jim Wranek who is our 
custodial/maintenance person. 

We will also have a workday in the future 
to dismantle our present sign. If you are 
interested in being part of this workday 
please contact Jim at 787-5168 or e-mail 
him at iim@olbh.org .
